I he war cost the North 320,000 
lives, or more than one in nine of 
all those who entered the service. 
The two opposing enemies m et in 
over 2000 skirmishes and battles, 
in 148 of these conflicts the Joss 
on the Federal side was npwards 
of 500 men, and in at least ten bat­ 
tles more than 10,000 men tvere 
reported lost on each side.

R ome, Ga., Oct. 31.—[Special.] 
—A railroad accident, which was 
in many' respects miraculous, _oc 
curred ^n the Rome & Carrollton 
railroad near here at 10 o’clock 
this morning. 
Thé tram was composed of an 
engine, three freight oars and a 
passenger coach.

For 
his last year lie had a contingent 
fund of $10,000, from which lie 
saved .$39. Arthur managed to save 
.$6.86 the first year out of his .$10,- 
000 congingcnt fund, and that was 
the largest balance he liad on hand 
at the end of any j’ear while he 
was occupnnt of (he W hite Ilonso. 
Mr. Cleveland saved .$3,318.81 dur­ 
ing his first year, I remember, out 
of a coutingentiund of only -IS,000.

I'roin the liiriniiprimin Age. 
.Tacksonvillo, the county seat of 
Calhoun county, Alabama w ith lóOO 
inhalhtanta, i.s built at the foot of the 
Bhio Mountains, whose crest, two 
miles away is 1200 feet above the rail­ 
road track and nearly 2000 feet above, 
tlie level of the sea.
